GRANT FUNDI NG FOR SPONSORS OF CHARTER SCHOOLS - The act creates a
Charter School Sponsor Oversight Fund, with grant funding

adm ni stered by the Coordinating Board for Hi gher Education

Funds shall be transferred annually by the State Treasurer, based
upon the nunber of charter schools and charter school enroll nent
the previous year. Approved sponsors shall receive, fromthe
fund, $23,400 per school sponsored the previous year plus 0.5% of
per pupil operating revenues for each student enrolled in such
school the previous year. Any sponsor may apply and nust
denonstrate conpliance of all requirenents of law. G ant funds
shall be prorated if necessary when funds are inadequate. Unused
funds shall be retained and used to reduce the next year's

wi t hhol ding from charter school revenues.

CHARTER SCHOOL BOARDS  Sponsors nust performcrimnal background
checks on the nenbers of the Board of Directors of any nonprofit
corporation applying to establish a charter school, prior to
granting or renewing a charter. No nenber of a charter schoo
board may be enpl oyed by the charter school nor have a
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significant interest in any entity enployed by or contracting
with the board.

ACCOUNTABI LI TY FOR PERFORMANCE  Sponsors nust provi de
docunent ati on establishing conpliance with charter school |aws.
Sponsors found to have violated the charter school |aw

requi renents may have their ability to sponsor new school s
suspended for up to four years by the State Board of Education
suspensi on i s mandatory for subsequent violations. Charter
schools are required to enploy the M ssouri Assessnent Program
(MAP) tests. Charter schools shall provide all information
needed to confirm conpliance with all requirenments of the charter
and all charter school |aws.

PUBLI C REPORTI NG Charter schools are required to publish audits
and financial reports. Public reporting shall include results of
background checks of charter board nenbers. A charter nay be
revoked for failure to provide necessary conpliance infornmation
or the sponsor may require specified renedial action of the

school . Charter schools nust nake avail able the charter and
public report card to the parent of guardian of any pupi
eligible to seek to enroll at the school. Reasonable fees nay be

charged for such copi es.

LEGAL LIABILITY Charter school board nenbers, officers and

enpl oyees who willfully violate charter school |aws or neglect to
performany duty in the charter school laws are guilty of a

nm sdeneanor as other public school enployees are under current
law. A charter school board may participate in the M ssour
Public Entity R sk Managenent Fund to the sane extent as a schoo
boar d.

The act contains penalty provisions.

"Qperating levy for school purposes"” is revised to allow up

to 12.5 cents of the $1.25 minimumlevy to be placed in either
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debt service or capital projects.

CATEGORI CAL AID - The current Line 14 At-R sk categorica
aid is revised so that districts receive an additional fornula
entitlenent paynent of 15% of the base fornula anount on the
basi s of Free and Reduced Price Lunch Eligible pupils in the
district enrollnent. A new categorical, the "experienced teacher
entitlenment", is created.

M NI MUM TEACHER SALARIES - The bill creates a new, mandatory
5-1evel mnimum salary program beginning in the 2003-04 schoo
year, funded by a separate categorical appropriation with salary
steps as foll ows:

$25,000 for 5 or |ess years experience,

$30,000 for Master's (or higher) + 6-10 years or Bachelor's
+ 6-19 years),

$35,000 for Bachelors + 20 or Master's (or higher) + 11-19
years,

$40,000 for Master's (or higher) + 20-29 years,

$45,000 for Master's (or higher) + 30 or nore years.

The act creates an "experienced teacher entitlenment” which
shall be $670 for every year of experience for every enpl oyee
enpl oyed the previous year in a position for which a certificate
fromthe State Board was required.

To be eligible for the "experienced teacher entitlenent" a
district shall: neet all requirenents for state aid pursuant to
section 163.021; nmake no illegal transfers for capital purposes;

stressed; place new teachers (with experience in other districts)
on salary schedul e using all of the new teacher's public schoo
teachi ng experience and pay returning teachers no | ess than they
were paid the previous year (on an FTE basis). State paynents
will be reduced if the district's extra duty pay is nore than
8.5%or if end of year operating bal ances are over 15%

TAXATION - The act increases the statutory sales tax from
four percent to five percent. The one-cent Proposition C sales
tax revenues and the one-cent increase in sales tax revenues wll
be distributed as part of the state sources used to fund the
basi ¢ school aid paynent. Personal incone taxes are increased by
one percent for all brackets. Corporate incone taxes are
i ncreased one percent to seven and one-quarter percent.

Wthin 24 hours, the
Department of Health and Senior Services nust initiate an

i nvestigation and notify the resident's famly. |If a report
i nvol ves immnent harm the Department nust start an on-site
i nvestigation within 24 hours. |f an investigation indicates

possi bl e abuse or neglect, the resident nay be renmoved fromthe
facility. Reports are confidential, but information nay be

rel eased to certain persons. Wthin 5 working days, the person
nmaki ng the report nust be notified of its progress. Harassnent
of reporters is prohibited. Any person who know ngly abuses or
negl ects a resident of a facility is guilty of a dass D fel ony
and will be placed on the enpl oyee disqualification |list.
(Section 187.024). Section 187.028 contains provisions simlar
to Section 187.024, but for eligible adults not residing in a
facility and in-honme services clients (Section 187.028).

The Departnent mnust investigate reports by using the
procedures established in Sections 660.250 to 660.295 and mnust
refer all suspected cases to | aw enforcenent. The Departnent and
| aw enforcenent nust require el der abuse training and mnust
devel op an investigation checklist (Section 187.030). |Inmmunity
fromliability is provided to reporters, unless they act in bad
faith (Section 187.034).

Section 187.050 contains provisions sinlar to 187.024, but
for the m sappropriation of property or falsification of
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docunments of an in-home services client. Any in-home services
provi der or enpl oyee who perforns such acts will be guilty of a
Class A m sdeneanor (Section 187.050).

Any person placed on the enpl oyee disqualification |ist
(EDL) rmust be notified in witing with thirty days to respond or
appeal. Certain persons will be automatically |listed on the EDL,
such as those who intentionally or negligently inflict serious
physical injury or death to another. No person on the EDL nay be
enpl oyed by anyone receiving the list. Persons listed on the EDL
may request renoval once every twelve nonths (Section 187.080).

Prior to hiring an enpl oyee, providers nust request a
crimnal background check and nust check the EDL. Failure to
disclose will result in a dass A nmisdeneanor. Failure by a
provider to investigate will result in civil penalties (Section
187.084). Al reports of abuse or neglect will be kept
confidential, with specific exceptions (Section 187.087).

The Departnents of Health and Seni or Services, Socia
Servi ces, and Mental Health must work cooperatively in the
i nvestigation of abuse and negl ect, when appropriate (Section
187.102).

The term"financial" is included in the definition of abuse
and redefines "nedi cal assistance" as any federal health care
program (Section 191. 900).

The Attorney Ceneral, with approval of the court, is allowed
to investigate violations of Sections 191.900 - 191.910 or
Sections 187.020 - 187.028 (Section 191.910). The provisions of
Section 187.020 are included as non-applicable to certain
entities, such as hospitals (Section 198.012).

The Director of the Departnent can conpel evidence in

i nspections or investigations. Failure to conply will be grounds
for refusal, revocation, or suspension of a license (Section
198. 027).

Witten notice of facility nonconpliance nust be copied to
the Attorney General (Section 198.029). Every residential care
facility I or Il nust neet or exceed federal requirenents for
posting deficiencies (Section 198.030). Sections 187.020 -
187.050 are included in the requirenent for confidentiality of
resi dent records (Section 198.032).

One annual state licensure inspection is required of every
facility. One or nore additional inspections will be required if
a facility receives or fails to correct certain deficiencies. A
second i nspection may be done if a facility changes ownership
Thi s does not prohibit the Departnent from nmaking other
i nspections, as necessary (Section 198.033).

The Attorney Ceneral is included in provisions allowing a
civil action against a nonconplying facility (Section 198.067).
It is the intention of the General Assenbly to inpose civi
penalties in cases of nore than one violation or a pattern of
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violations (Section 198.068).

A requirenent is added that skilled or internedi ate care
nursi ng assi stants nmust conplete training within 120 days of
enpl oynent. The Departnent mnmust approve all training (Section
198. 082) .

Currently, Section 198.526 deals with facility inspection
procedures. New | anguage provides for inmediate term nati on and
a Cass A msdeneanor for any Division enployee who di scl oses an
inspection time to a facility (Section 198.526).

Providers or enployees of SNFs or Al zheiner's units are
prohi bited from sexual contact with residents. Anyone having
sexual contact is guilty of a Cass B msdeneanor, with
subsequent violations being a dass A msdeneanor. Anyone havi ng
sexual intercourse is guilty of a Class D felony, w th subsequent
violations being a Cass C felony. This section does not apply
to persons married to a resident (Section 565.200).

A new section provides that no legal privilege, with the
exception of attorney/client, will excuse a person's failure to
report or cooperate with the investigation of abuse or neglect.

Veterinarians or others caring for aninals nust
report suspicious health conditions in animals. A report must be
made within twenty-four hours to the Departnment of Health and
Seni or Services or a designated public health authority (Section
38.103).

The public health authority must review and i nvestigate al
suspi cious health conditions and identify exposed individuals.
Any order given by the public health authority will be
i mredi ately enforced by the public safety authority (Section
38.106) .

Notification procedures are outlined for public health and
public safety authorities upon the occurrence of suspicious
events or conditions. Infornmation sharing is restricted (Section
38.109).

The Governor is required to declare a state of public health
ener gency upon the occurrence of suspicious health conditions and
events that pose a substantial risk of significant fatalities or
disabilities. The Governor shall consult with the public health
authority, but nmay act wi thout consultation if necessary (Section
38.112). The energency shall be declared by an executive order
giving details of the energency (Section 38.115).

Decl aration of an energency will activate disaster response
and recovery plans. The deploynment and use of forces, supplies,
etc. is authorized. The Governor nmay suspend state business,
utilize state resources, mobilize nilitia, and provide and seek
aid. The public health authority will have responsibility for
coordi nating the response. After declaration, specia
identification nust be issued for public health personnel to
indicate their authority to exerci se enmergency powers during such
tinme (Section 38.118). During an energency, the public health
authority may request assistance fromthe public safety authority
who may, in turn, request assistance fromthe mlitia (Section
38.121).

The Governor mnust termnate the state of emergency upon
finding that the incidents no | onger pose a substantial risk to
the public. An energency will autonmatically terni nate 30 days
after declaration unless renewed by the Governor. The Genera
Assenbly may terninate an enmergency 60 days after declaration
upon finding a substantial risk no | onger exists (Section
38.124).

Sections 38.127 - 38.136 give the public health authority
certain powers during an energency to:

- Cose or decontam nate dangerous facilities or nmaterials;
- Wse facilities, materials, roads, or public areas;
- Safely dispose of infectious waste;
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- Safely dispose of corpses.

The public health authority is allowed to purchase and
di stribute nmedi cati ons and ot her supplies as necessary to contro
an enmergency, wi thout additional |egislative authorization. The
public health authority may regul ate the use of such products and
may give preference to individuals directly involved with the
energency. |If other states are affected, this section nmay not be
construed to allow the hoardi ng of nedications or supplies
(Section 38.139).

The state nmust conpensate the owner of any facilities or
materials that are used by the public health authority during an
energency. Conpensation will not be paid if the facility or
mat eri al s endanger public health (Section 38.142). Prior to the
destruction of dangerous property, if possible, the public health
authority nust institute civil proceedings for the property to be
destroyed (Section 38.145).

During an energency, the public health authority nust use
all avail able neans to prevent and control the transm ssion of
i nfectious di seases (Section 38.148). The public health
authority will have energency powers to conpel a physica
exam nation of a person, require any physician to performthe
exam and i nmedi ately enforce such orders (Section 38.151).

It is the state's public policy to preserve the dignity of
i sol ated or quarantined individuals during an energency.
Adequat e necessities shall be provided. Certain emergency powers
over such individuals will apply and their failure to follow the
authority's provisions will constitute a m sdeneanor. No person
may enter quarantined prem ses without pernission. Before
quarantine, the public health authority nmust obtain an ex parte
order, unless the person poses an inmediate threat to public
heal th. Quarantined individuals have the right to a court
hearing to contest the order, but may not stay the order of
quarantine. After 30 days, continuing quarantine may al so be
contested and renedi es may be sought for treatnent during
quar antine (Section 38.154).

The public health authority will have enmergency powers to
conpel the vaccination and treatment of a person. Individuals
refusing will be guilty of a m sdeneanor and may be quaranti ned
if they pose a public health risk (Section 38.157).

During an energency, the public health authority may coll ect
speci nens and performtests on any person or aninmal. Chain of
custody procedures nmust be used. Any person or agency authorized
to collect specinmens or performtests nust provi de support in
future crimnal investigations, if necessary (Section 38.160).

Access to health information of patients will be linmted to
those with a legitimate need. The public health authority wll
not disclose infornmation without the patient's inforned consent,
with certain exceptions (Section 38.163).

The public health authority will have enmergency powers to
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i cense health personnel, including out-of-state emergency heal th
care providers, and appoi nt emergency coroners and nedi ca

exam ners. The authority may terminate a tenporary |license at
any time, but licensure may not continue past the expiration of
the energency. No liability will result from nedical care or
treatment perforned by out-of-state providers during the
enmergency, unless there is evidence of reckless disregard
(Section 38.166).

The public health authority is responsible for notifying the
public of the energency and instructing themon further action
(Section 38.169). During and after an energency, the public
heal th authority mnmust provide informati on about nmental health
support and treatnent (Section 38.172).

after conducting investigations and utilization reviews.

An annual conprehensive state health care plan shoul d be
established by the Board and shoul d include a budget, an
eval uation of district health care needs, and goals for various
parts of the Program Prior to establishment, the Board shoul d
appoi nt advi sory subconmttees of health care research and ethics
experts and public hearings should be held. The resulting
conpr ehensi ve health care plan should seek to secure the nost
cost-effective health care

The Board shall establish the "M ssouri Health Care Trust
Fund" which will be used for all aspects of Program operation
Revenues held in the trust fund are not subject to appropriation
or allotnment by the State or any political subdivision of the
State. Various accounts will be created within the trust fund
for specific purposes.

Every person who is a resident of Mssouri, regardless of

preexi sting conditions, will be eligible to receive benefits for
covered services under the Program Persons who are not
residents, but who are enployed in Mssouri will be eligible for

benefits if a health prem umsurcharge is paid. Certain
services, as listed, will not be covered under this Program

The Program shall pay the expenses of institutiona
provi ders of health care and each provider shall negotiate an
annual budget with the Programto cover anticipated expenses.

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of fer benefits that do not duplicate those offered by the
Program Sections 354.750 to 354.816 of this act will becone
effective April 1 of the year follow ng the award of a wai ver by
t he Departnent of Health and Human Servi ces.

Every enpl oyer or self-enployed person within the State wll
pay a health prem um surcharge to the Departnent of Revenue based
on the nunber of enployees it has.

Public transportation operations are prohibited from
refusing service or charging additional fees to a person using a
service animal. Violators nay be subject to prosecution or a
Commi ssi on conpl aint (Section 209.208).

Mot or vehicle drivers and persons using service ani mal s nust
both take necessary safety precautions. Any driver failing to do
so will be liable for actual danmages. Any person who
intentionally causes an accident or injury to a person using a
service animal or animal itself will be guilty of a Class B
nm sdeneanor (Section 209.210).

Section 209.212 contains the follow ng provisions for
viol ati ons agai nst service animals, but does not include | awfu
acts of humane societies, animal control or shelters:

1. Intentional destruction or injury, unless for hunane
purposes is a Oass C fel ony.

2. Intentional deprivation or frauds is a Cass A
m sdenmeanor or theft/possession of stolen property.

3. Negligent or nmalicious killing or injury will entai
civil liability to the user for $1000 + fees.

4. WIlIful or malicious injury is a dass C felony.

5. Sale or transfer of a stolen aninmal is a Oass C fel ony.

6. WIIful or negligent injury or destruction will entai
civil liability for value of animal and rel ated costs.

Any person m srepresenting an aninal as a service aninmal is
guilty of a Cass B nisdeneanor (Section 209.214).

The owner of a service animal will be liable for any danmages
caused by the animal. Omers nust keep service aninals
restrained while in use or be subject to civil liability for any

damages. Service aninmals nust be identifiable by their restraint
nmet hod or other identifier (Section 209.216).

The Human Ri ghts Conmi ssion does not have jurisdiction
regardi ng the violation of Sections 209.160 or 209.212, which
will be within the jurisdiction of the county prosecutor. The
Commi ssion will have jurisdiction over the renmining sections.
Upon a showi ng that a conplaint has been filed with the
Commi ssion, a prosecutor may w thdraw any pending action on the
same violations (Section 209.218).
